laws of our country, It is because we have 
detected in the various proposed bills osten- 
sibly to restrict or govern the trusts and other 
corporations of capital the insidious purpose 
to attack the. trade unions, which, by the way, 
have no semblance to the trusts, that we have 
urged in all’ measures of this character the 
following clause: ney 


“Nothing herein shall te so construed a as to 


‘apply to the organizations of wage ‘earners 


having for their abject the regulation of wages, 

hows and conditions of employment.”
